No man who gave early and long 
service to the Union eau«e by enlisting 
in the ranks of his country’s detenders 
in 1861, can at! >rd to throw aside the 
heritage of fame which by virtue of 
such service he is enabled to bequeath 
to his posterity.

loform atlra Seat to the Secretary e f the 
Treasury oa Jap aa’s Coinage. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 30.—The secre­ 
tary of the treasury is in receipt of In­ 
formation from the United States min­ 
ister at Tokyo, Japan, to the effect that 
daring the present session of the Jap­ 
anese diet a government coinage bill 
will be presented for consideration of 
that body, which will, if passed, change 
the standard of value in Japan from 
silver to gold. 
It is proposed to fix the 
government ratio 
between the 
two 
metals at 32 to 1. The unit of valae 
will be a gold yen which will be one- 
half the weight and value of the old 
gold yen, which is of the same weight 
and fineness as the gold dollar of the 
United States. 
The proposed unit of 
value will, therefore, be the exact 
equivalent of 50 cents in United States 
money and approximately of the same 
value as the present unit of value in 
Japan, the silver yen, which at the cur­ 
rent rate of exchange is worth about 51 
cents in Unitea States money.

FROM SILVER TO GOLD. 


Information Sent to the Seer®tary ef th® 
Treasury on Japan's Coinage* 
W ashington, March 30,—The secre­ 
tary of the treasury is in receipt of in* 
formation from the United States min­ 
ister at Tokyo, Japan, to the effect that 
during the present session of the Jap­ 
anese diet a government coinage bill 
w ill be presented for consideration of 
that body, which will, if passed, change 
the standard of value in Japan from 
silver to gold. 
It is proposed to fix the 
government ratio 
between the 
two 
metals at 32 to I. 
The unit of value 
w ill be a gold yen which w ill be one- 
half the w eight and value of the old 
gold yen, which is of the same weight 
and fineness as the gold dollar of the 
United States. 
The proposed unit of 
value 
w ill, 
therefore, be 
the exact 
equivalent of 50 cents in United States 
money and approximately o i the same 
value as the present unit of value in 
Japan, the silver yen, which at the cur­ 
rent rate of exchange is worth about 51 
cents in U nitea States money.
